Editor’s Message 


Our next meeting is Wednesday, JUNE 1ST, 2016 AT **7 P.M.** (DOORS OPEN 6 P.M.)! In 
ancient times, Nummulite fossils were used for money. You can learn more about these 
obsolete money in referring to laws of Octavius and Ogulnian. For example individual shell 
fossils (durable cowrie shells) were strung as beads on necklaces and water-tumbled stones 
of glacial till containing shell fossils were used for such everyday objects as hearth and 
boiling stones, hammers, anvils, and money. Fossils therefore have a numismatic 
connection, as well as providing history, geography, and geology information.

Natural objects, like all collectibles, can be a physical and tactile way to connect you with a 
different reality. Often, as in the case of coins or artifacts, collectibles connect you to a 
particular time period, people, or ruler notable in the history of humankind. In the case of 
these 6 objects for example, you can be connected to the history of the Earth and Universe: 
Lava, Dinosaur Fossil, Quartz, Coral, Meteorite, and Gold. But there is so much more, for 
example, the Pyramids in Egypt have walls filled with fossils long buried inside them. These 
fossils tell us how people lived, their cultures, beliefs, habits, and much more. Fossils 
resemble living beings, but appear to be made from un-living stone. Over the centuries, 
fossils would change our understanding about the age of the earth and pave the way for 
evolutionary theories. The word “fossil” comes from the Latin fossa, a ditch; its original 
meaning referred to any object that had been dug from the ground - this could include 
rocks, gemstones, archaeological items, coins, or ‘figured stones” that resemble animals or 
plants. Fossils are now identified by organic and inorganic (clearly made by human artifice). 
Fossils includes “figured stones” that appear to bear the imprints of strange animals and 


Glib Report . plants. Since ancient times, the existence of sea-shells on mountain-tops had been known 
and puzzled over. Today, the answers to such things can be answered, without pointing to 

ee fables or bible stories (such as Noah’s Ark).

Our very own Charles Turton will share the findings of his and John 
eaecen ia McAndrews’ study of micro fossils found in 100 meters of 3.5 million 
years old sediment recovered in the James Bay Lowlands Ontario on 
Maximilian behalf of the Department of Ecology and Evolutionary Biology for the 
University of Toronto. These fossils indicate periods of cold and warm 
jae a temperatures which could be a precursor of the future. Victor Diamond 
Mines exploits a kimberlite pipe that produces commercial diamonds. 
Kimberlite pipes are formed due to the eruption of volcanoes that origi-

Next Peter Becker explained some highlights of the ONA 
convention and shared some pictures, and explained what is 
remaining for sale.

Then Judy Blackman shared the new “Medals of the Australian 
Numismatic Society and Related Items 1913-2013” 164-page 
colour catalogue; and, the medalet (used as a fundraiser to 
help with the book printing costs) both which were released by 
John W. Cook, A.F.A.N.S. of the Australian Numismatic Society. 
There were 100 Copper 7.4¢ of this medalet ($10AUD), and 
just 7 of the .999 Silver 8.2g medalet ($30AUD). Additionally 
the mintmaster at Canning Mint struck a Sterling Silver (.925) 
and a Gold-plated Copper prototype. The medalets have die 
cracks running to the edge of the obverse. One medalet has 
been noted as being upset at 180 degrees. 


May’s presentation was a thorough overview (??? if there is 
such a thing) of Coinage of Mexico. The topic is onerous! 
Mexican coinage began with the Spanish conquistadors of the 
1500’s and is till in progress. The PowerPoint was put 
together by the London Numismatic Society’s Ted Leitch, 
which alone would tell you that it is scholarly. Scott Douglas 
must have studied a bit of Spanish as he skillfully maneuvered 
through the linguistics of six centuries of Colonial, Revolution- 
ary and Republican coinage. It was a great honour to premiere 
Ted’s PowerPoint in Canada and yet another first for the 
SWCS. Thank you Ted for another fascinating and informative 
program.

Empire of Maximilian 
Reference Kent Ponterio (photo courtesy of Kent) and the LNS 


This 20 Pesos, 1866, Fr-62, KM-389, is beautifully engraved in 
contemporary script from 10:30 to 1:30 on the obverse reads 
“UN DE LAS S MONEDAS QUE DIO MAXIMILIANO A LOS SOLDA- 
DOS QUE LO EJECTUTARON” and from 1:30 to 4:30 it says 
“QUERETARO JUNIO, 19,-1867.” Translated: “ONE OF THE 5 
COINS GIVEN BY MAXIMILIAN TO THE SOLDIERS WHO EXECUT- 
ED HIM, QUERETARO JUNE 19TH, 1867.”

On the morning of his execution Maximilian is quoted as 
saying, “What a wonderful day! | have always wanted to die 
on a morning like this.” Just prior to his execution, 
Maximilian handed each soldier of the firing squad a 20 
Pesos Gold coin asking them not to shoot him in the face so 
that his mother may look g» Pe ee 
upon him again. His last 

words were reported to 

be “I forgive everybody. | 

pray that everybody may 

also forgive me, and |& 

hope that my blood which & 

is about to be shed will 

bring peace to Mexico. 

Long live Mexico! Long 

live Independence!” — 

Although the members of 

the firing squad were bribed not to shoot him in the head, 
apparently one did anyway. 


Now your Editor was suspicious of this story as many famous 
sketches and paintings of the event (including those in 
museums), show more than 7 soldiers in the firing squad!! 
As well, knowing how corrupt the military forces have been in 
the history of Mexico, it’s highly unlikely Maximilian had any 
personal possessions on him, especially GOLD, which surely 
would have been confiscated! Now Kent Ponterio (Ponterio & 
Associates a division of Bowers & Merena) says, “It is 
interesting to note that although there were seven members 
in the firing squad this piece is engraved ‘ONE OF THE 5 
COINS...’ The remaining two riflemen would account for the 
shots fired killing Generals Miguel Miramon and Tomas Meja 
who were lined up and executed simultaneously with 
Maximilian. Contemporary photographs of the shirt 
Maximilian wore the day of his execution support this

that which struck his head.” 


Now about the Church of Our Lady Immaculate up on the hill 
in downtown Guelph: 


The church website Bishop Macdonnel (Bishop of Kingston) 
being a friend of John Galt (founder of Guelph), and support- 
ing Galt’s work with the Canada Company charged with de- 
veloping much of the land in Southern Ontario. When Galt 
established the new settlement on April 23, 1827, he gave 
the Catholic Church the hill in the center of the town for a 
magnificent church, and he wanted a Catholic Bishop (Mr. 
Weld of Lulworth Castle, later Cardinal Weld of Rome) to 
make his residence there. Due to a poor Irish population, it 
wasn’t until 1835 when a small church was constructed on 
the site and was then destroyed by fire on October 10, 1844.

Resident pastors would change over the years either due to 

death or leaving or transferring. A new era began when Father 

John Holzer, S.J., became Pastor to Guelph. The parish was to 

be under the care of the Jesuit Order for about 80 years, until 

1931. Father Holzer was focused, beginning work in 1853 on 

a large stone schoolhouse (later converted to a convent), and 

plans to build a church afterwards. Father Holzer invited the 

Sisters of the Institute of the Blessed Virgin Mary to come to 

Guelph and on June 10, 1856, four Loretto sisters arrived. 

Under the direction of Father Holzer churches were built in the 

vast area of the Guelph Mission: Hanover (1852), Fergus 

(1854), Morriston (1856), Deemerton (1856), Hespeler 

(1857), Mount Forest (1857), Acton (1857), Georgetown 

(1858), Neustadt (1860) and Carlsruhe (1860). Gradually, 

over the years, these mission stations attached to Guelph 

became independent parishes. Father Holzer continued his 

activities in Guelph in that in 1857 he built the rectory and 

completed the convent. He intended the rectory to be part of 

the site of Ignatius College. In 1861 Father Holzer founded St. 

Joseph’s Hospital asking the St. Joseph Sisters of the Hamilton 
Diocese to be responsible for the hospital. 

The church website goes on to say 

#@ that construction of the church was 

begun, but the project was 

abandoned after a debt of $20,000 

had been accumulated. Legend has 

it that Father Holzer was a friend of 

the Emperor Maximilian of Mexico, 

ily Who supplied the funds, and that

building of the church. However the 

historical society confirms it is unlikely this 

legend is based on fact. The problems 

with the financing of the church arose long 

before the death of Maximilian. It may

Now back to Maximilian: 


Supposedly, Maximilian collected some $5 million dollars in 
jewelry and gold coins, gold and silver plate and some bul- 
lion before his capture and had loyal aides hide it in 45 flour 
barrels loaded onto wagons with instruction for the drivers to 
go to San Antonio and then to Galveston (Texas) where it 
could be sent to Austria (to Carlota). 


A group referred to as “Maximilianos” 

left Mexico with the treasure but were 

killed by robbers before journey’s end, 

their bodies and wagons burned. The 

robbers could only carry so much, so 

they buried more of the treasure than |} 

they took with them, with the hopes of 

returning later. The group of robbers 

were later attacked and murdered by 

Indians and only one survived that 

knew the whereabouts of Maximilian’s treasure, and he later 
presented a treasure map of the location before he, too, 
died. The mythical treasure is still buried to this day some- 
where around Castle Gap, hidden high in the King Mountains 
north of El Paso (Texas). Juarez reluctantly returned 
Maximilian’s embalmed body to Austria but only after first 
having it displayed for all to see. It was finally sent to its rest 
in the imperial crypt in Vienna. 


Speaking of Maximilian Empire going back a few centuries:

shields around, XPIA REGNOR REX HERS QZ ARCHIDVX 
AVSTRE PLVRIMAR QZ EVROP PROVICIAR PNS DVX ET D, 
45mm, believed 16th century (cf Voglhuber 13). Tooling on 
obverse field, very fine. Baldwin’s sold it for over £350.

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1800s Mexican Money 


Images and information for the most part provided by Carlos Jara and reprinted for educational 
purposes only. The Mexican Coin Company (MCC) was privileged to recently handle one of the very few 
extant specimens of the mysterious and excessively rare paper vales issued in San Miguel el Grande 
(currently San Miguel Allende) in 1813. Estimates of extant specimens from various specialists 
attending the USMEX 2014 Convention ranged from a low of 6 to a high of 9 known specimens, 
including all signature variants, for this issue. More tellingly is perhaps the fact that the specimen 
mentioned in the present article was the only one personally seen by all attendants of the convention. 
While certainly rudimentary in their execution, these specimens are undeniably attractive and their 
historical importance (as Mexico’s first officially authorized paper money issue) is hard to overstate. 
The signatories of the notes, is Miguel Malo, as the Subdelegate of San Miguel el Grande. These 
pictures are Mexico’s First Paper Money the 1813 San Miguel el Grande War of Independence 
Emergency Issues, and the one below left, is the one that all convention attendees seen which is signed 
by Miguel Malo in the centre under MEDIO. 


“The extreme lack of circulating media, and especially the divisionary one, and the 
avarice of these merchants who only exchange a peso (8 Reales coin) when 4 or 5 
Reales are spent result in a great harm of these inhabitants, particularly the poor 
ones. This state of affairs has moved the notorious zeal of the Church dignitaries, of 
the regular mayors, of the Public Prosecutor and Governor to remedy it before the 
people, irritated by the conduct of these merchants, plot some unfortunate project. | 
(Mr. Intendant Fernando Perez Maralion) thus called on the morning of the 14th of 
the present month (July) a general meeting of the local assembly, and after most of its members 
presented their thoughts on how to remedy these pressing circumstances, it was decided on a majority 
vote to designate a council composed of the most illustrated neighbours and church authorities to 
present me with the more suitable projects for the remedy. At the meeting of said council, it was 
decided to manufacture some paper scripts to circulate in lieu of the coinage with a value of 1/2 
Reale under the strict supervision of the judges and subject to all the penalties considered in our wise 
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legislation for its counterfeits. | am reporting all of the aforementioned events to Y.E. for your acknowledgement and 
approval. May God guard you many years. San Miguel el Grande, on July 18, 1813. Miguel Maria Malo. Decree. 
Guanajuato, on July 23 of 1813. Inform His Excellency the Viceroy with a copy of the present communication and of the 
previously mentioned request, and consult the ordinary councillor for the executive provisions. Maralion. (Reply by Felix 
Calleja) (....) By virtue of exposed arguments, Y.E. should disapprove the measure of subdelegate of San Miguel el Grande 
in its entirety, and instruct the Intendancy of Guanajuato to take the measures the deem convenient to question said 
Subdelegate, learn about the true origin of this most violent procedure (of issuing paper money), recall the notes and 
reimburse their tenants with the value that has been attributed to them and other necessary measures to obtain 
necessary measures to obtain thorough antecedents of the issue in general. (....)” 


Although these are only a few excerpts from a large legal document, the documentation allows concluding several relevant 
facts per the Mexican Coin Company, including the following: 


The San Miguel el Grande necessity issues of 1/2 were authorized by local authorities and are thus ought to be 
considered paper money official issues and as such, first confirmed paper money Mexican issue. 

Despite ordering their recalling, the Mexican general authorities accepted to compensate the bearers of the notes, 
implicitly recognizing their face value to the corresponding owners. 

The extreme rarity of the notes is obviously due to the great zeal with which the recalling and destruction of the 
notes was performed, following Calleja’s clear instructions. 


Hungary Poltura 


In the Colonial Acres Coins’ 25 Anniversary sale, there was a 1763 Hungary poltura. This name being unfamiliar to your 
Editor, it seemed like a good idea to learn more for this newsletter. Following the forint’s introduction, Hungary issued 
relatively few coins compared to Austria, but the Kingdom of Hungary started minting its own golden coins called, depending 
on the language, florins / forints / zlatkas, Guldens, in 1329. The only copper coin was a poltura worth 1-1/2 krajczar , 
whilst there were silver 3, 5, 10, 20 and 30 krajczar and 1/2 and 1 Conventionsthaler. All issues ceased in 1794 and did 
not resume until 1830, when silver coins of 20 krajczar and above were issued. Only in 1868, following the Austro- 
Hungarian Compromise of 1867, did a full issue of coins for Hungary begin. Denominations were fewer than in Austria, with 
copper 1/2, 1 and 4 krajczar , silver 10 and 20 krajczar and 1 forint and gold 4 and 8 forint.
